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The respective counties of the State shall provide 
in the manner prescribed by law, fear those of the 
inhabitants who by reason of age, infirmity ox 
misfortune, may have claims upon the aid and 
sympathy or society; 



provided, however, the 
Legislature may by general law provide for a 
uniform Statewide system for such benefits, and 
appropriate mcniey therefor; 



but no such general 
law shall provide benefits to any person who shall 
not have been a resident of the State of Florida for 
a period of five years continuously next preceding 
his application therefor, nor shall such general 
law provide for benefits to any person solely on 
account of age who has not attained the age of 
sixty -five years; 

provided, further, that where 
by any law of the United States, a lesser or dif- 
ferent period of residence, age or citizenship 
shall be fixed in order for the State of Florida to 
participate in any Federal grants that might be 
made for such purposes, the Legislature may 
prescribe such requirements as to citizenship, 
age and residence as will be consistent with and 
not in conflict with such Federal law.

The State Welfare Board and the District Welfare Boards have worked dili- 
gently to provide the best programs of financial assistance within the funds 
available to the Department. 

Social Services are being provided to the Aged, Blind, and Disabled in 
order to make their lives more meaningful and productive. The Department 
has worked with other agencies, public and private, to take advantage of any 
services that they may provide . 

Services are being provided to children in the Child Welfare and Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children programs in order to make them self- 
sufficient and productive citizens. The cycle of dependency will only be 
broken when the children of today are provided with the necessary basic 
financial, health, and educational requirements In order for them to be able 
to compete in tomorrow's society.

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FLORIDA'S STATE WELFARE PROGRAM 

The State Welfare Board governs the Department of Public Wel- 
fare; it exercises the supervisory, regulatory, and policy making 
power in the Department, It is responsible to administer, or to cause 
to be administered, all social welfare carried on in Florida by the 
use of joint federal and state funds ; and, it may cooperate with coun- 
ties and cities in administering their welfare services. The board is 
composed of one member from each Congressional District, plus one 
from the state at large, appointed by the Governor for 4-year over- 
lapping terms, and confirmed by the State Senate. The board employs 
an administrator, the State Welfare Director, to carry out its deci- 
sions. The programs are administered through the twelve District 
Welfare Boards which are responsible to the State Board. 

The District Welfare Boards have a supervisory function in the 
districts. They are responsible to supervise the administration of 
the rules, regulations, and policies adopted by the State Board for the 
Department. Members of the District Welfare Boards are also ap- 
pointed by the Governor, two from each county in the district, and 
more in proportion to population. Both the state and district board 
members serve without compensation, but are reimbursed for neces- 
sary expenses. 

The programs are supported by general revenues appropriated by 
the State Legislature and supplemented by federal funds in the event 
that conditions prescribed by the national welfare laws are met. 
These conditions are intended to insure fair and equitable distribution 
of funds, and to leave the responsibility for administration entirely 
with the State. 

Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, gives the Department broad re- 
sponsibility to care for needy persons, to study dependency, to make 
and carry out plans for the rehabilitation of persons in need of care, 
and to provide necessary social services for troubled families and 
children. This statute also makes the State Welfare Board respon- 
sible to determine the amount of aid, within the limits fixed by law, 
that applicants may receive. This amount is determined by (1) the 
money appropriated by the Legislature; (2) the number of eligible 
applicants ; (3) the extent of need of each eligible person. 
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pub I ic ass i stance 



The public assistance program has placed increased 
emphasis on the provision of services directed at the pro- 
tection of those adult recipients who are not able to make 
decisions for themselves because of mental or physical 
illness and children who are in danger because of lack of 
parental supervision and care, neglect or abuse. 

For those recipients who have the capacity, there has 
been emphasis on rehabilitation directed at self-support. 

Efforts have been made to improve services related to 
the provision of financial assistance through the simplifi- 
cation of the budgeting procedures. Streamlining of the 
eligibility process has resulted in getting assistance to 
needy eligible families more promptly . 

Title V projects administered as a part of the Depart- 
ment's responsibility far the implementation of the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act have contributEd largely toward 
achieving the goal of improved ability to support for Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children parents in the four 
counties where these projects are operated; namely, Dade, 
Hillsborough, Broward and Pinellas. 

In addition to Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
families that have benefitted from these projects, a small 
number of unemployed parents have also been accepted and 
provided services directed at reestablishing them in the 
competitive labor market. 

The Department's Mental Health Program providing 
for payments for the care of mentally ill persons over 65 
in the State Hospital has continued with additional emphasis 
being placed on District responsibility for working with 
local courts and judges in an attempt to reduce the number 



of older people being admitted to State Hospitals. Payments 
for the care of patients over 65 to State Tuberculosis 
Hospitals has also continued. 

By legislative action the Foster Home Program of the 
Department was extended to recipients of Aid to the Blind 
and Aid to the Disabled as well as to persons over 65 . This 
should enable the Department to be of more assistance in 
planning for the removal of persons under 65 from the State 
Hospitals back to the community when such care is appro- 
priate to their needs . 

During this year the Department elected to participate 
in a four -state project with the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare directed at the development of an orga- 
nized case system which should facilitate the administration 
of the Service Program and to provide a source of organized 
information about the Department's public assistance 
programs . 



med ical serv ices 



The new programs related to medical care were adopted 
for the aged recipient. These programs provide for cover- 
age of certain uncovered areas or gaps in the federal medi- 
care program (Title XVTH). In one program, payment on 
behalf of a recipient is made for the $40.00 inpatient hos- 
pital medicare deductible in cases of acute illness or injury; 
and in the other program, the medicare insurance premium 
of $3.00 per month is paid to Social Security Administration 
on behalf of the recipient. As a result of the first program, 
the aged recipient may receive up to sixty days of inpatient 
hospital care per spell of illness. The second program 
enables the recipient to receive in part through medicare a 
wide range of physician and physician related benefits. 



Other existing medical care programs are inpatient 
hospitalization, prescribed medicine and nursing home care. 
These are all limited programs that might best be described 
as "token" in that they do not actually meet need in many 
instances. The regular hospitalization program for the 
Blind, Disabled, and Dependent Child provides up to 12 days 
of hospitalization a year for acute illness and injury. The 
prescribed medicine program for the Aged, Blind, Disabled, 
and Dependent Child provides up to $20.00 worth of legend 
drugs per case per month . The nursing home program for 
the Aged, Blind, and Disabled provides a maximum payment 
of $100.00 per month. 

The division reviewed approximately 200 Aid to the 
Disabled and 50 Aid to the Blind medical and social records 
per week for assistance applicants. The records are re- 
viewed by a medical and social team in order to determine 
disability according to the agency's standards . 



chi Id we I fare 

Providing care for neglected children continues to re- 
quire more than the Department has available in staff and in 
funds for its Child Welfare Services program. Some ten 
thousand children were served with no increase in staff. 

Some 1, 250 families served as foster parents for an 
average of 4,000 children each month and deserve much 
credit. While the Department pays a minimum amount of 
board, it in no way compensates the family for the care they 
provide. These include children who have been hurt by 
family disruptions and unconcern and who need an extra 
amount of patience and understanding. 



From the placement of the first child for adoption in 
January 1964, the Department had placed 691 by June 30, 
1967. This included 43 children whom the Department 
approved for adoption by their foster parents, A large 
number of children are still in need of adoption . 

In cooperation with the Florida Association on Children 
Under Six, the Department had by the end of the year co- 
sponsored thirty-three workshops with 3,983 people em- 
ployed in day -care programs in attendance . With thirteen 
other agencies and organizations the Department participated 
in a variety of day -care projects to extend and improve the 
care of children. The need for uniform statewide licensing 
of day-care facilities became clear from a statewide study 
but efforts to secure needed legislation were unsuccessful. 

The Department continued the statewide licensing of 
child placing agencies and child caring institutions and the 
licensing in three counties of maternity homes and day -care 
programs. The annual Workshops for Houseparents who 
work in children's institutions was again co -sponsored with 
the Florida Group Child Care Association with a record 
breaking attendance of eighty . 

Participating in a nationwide sample study of child 
abuse, the Department continued to maintain a central 
index of "Battered Child" cases reported to Juvenile Courts . 
This was also the twelfth year in which the Department 
administered the statewide Juvenile Court statistical re- 
porting of all cases bandied by the courts .

There were twenty -six counties administering pro- 
grams of direct distribution of federally donated foods to 
needy households: Baker, Bay, Bradford, Broward, Dade, 
Dixie, Duval, Escambia, Gadsden, Hardee, Highlands, 
Hillsborough, Lafayette, Lake, Lee, Leon, Monroe, 
Okeechobee, Balm Beach, Pasco, Pinellas, Polk, St. Lucie, 
Santa Rosa, Taylor, and Union, hi addition, there were 
special programs for food distribution to needy Indians on 
the Brighton and Big Cypress Reservations and to Cuban 
refugees in Miami. Of all direct distribution programs, 
there were only two counties where Office of Economic 
Opportunity funds were used in operating the program 
jointly with the Board of County Commissioners, Gadsden 
and Duval. 

In addition, the long standing programs of food distri- 
bution to the school lunch programs, public and private 
charitable institutions, state nonpenal institutions, and non- 
profit summer camps for children continued.

Through in-service training and an educational leave 
program, the Agency provides staff members with addi- 
tional opportunities to improve their performance . 

Primary emphasis in in-service training continues to 
be the provision of intensive training for public assistance 
supervisors. Forty-five supervisors completed three 
weeks of training during the year. Eighty public assistance 
workers attended a three -day institute. One hundred child 
welfare staff members attended a two -day workshop. 

The Department co -sponsored Planned Parenthood 
meetings in Jacksonville, Tampa, and Miami. Also co- 
sponsored was a three -day workshop on Social Services in 
Extended Care Facilities . This was attended by thirty staff 
members . 

There were sixteen child welfare and public assistance 
staff members who attended summer institutes at several 
graduate schools of Social Work. Thirty -one educational 
leave scholarships were used by Department employees 
during the year. The educational leave scholarships have 
enabled employees to obtain their master's degree and fill 
key positions in the Agency which require these degrees. 
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civil defense 



In conjunction with representatives of Red Cross, 
Board of Health, State Civil Defense, a series of four area 
meetings were planned on Emergency Preparedness designed 
to bring the four agencies in each county together for joint 
planning. The four area meetings were followed by individ- 
ual meetings with the agency representatives from each 
county. These meetings were an unqualified success and 
this format has been adopted by each of the other forty -nine 
states. 

Pinellas County was one of the two counties in the 
United States selected by Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, Emergency Welfare Service, for a project 
study on local agency participation in Emergency Welfare 
Services. 

Hurricane Inez poised a threat to the Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale area before reversing its track and passing 
through the Keys. The Department participated in emer- 
gency preparations from Fort Lauderdale to the Keys . 
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personne I 



Hie fiscal year 1966-1967 included a great deal of 
personnel activity. Nine hundred and twenty -nine appoint- 
ments were made, and 102 employees returned from long 
leave without pay, a total of 1,031. However, there were 
715 separations, 163 leaves without pay granted, and 56 
persons resigned while on leave without pay. 

Of the 822 actual separations, 422 were of welfare 
workers, 17 caseworkers, and 66 other social work or 
administrative personnel. Appointments were made of 
563 welfare workers, 20 caseworkers, and 57 other social 
work and administrative personnel. 

Other employment accounted for 194 separations, and 
home responsibilities for 160. Dismissed or requested to 
resign were 33, and 31 others left because they were dis- 
satisfied with their position. Twenty -three employees 
retired. Fifty-two left to return to school. 

The Department has had considerable difficulty in 
recruiting and filling authorized positions due to the low 
salary scales . At the end of the year 2, 626 positions were 
authorized, but 305 were vacant.
